Prom tlio court lecoids aud from 


many reliable gentlemen I have ob- 
tained the following accounts of nnpua-

May, 1873. in the little City of Opeliko, 
Ala., a young man named Hooper, who 
lirtd not yet reached his.twentieth year, 
imagined that an old gentleman named 
Phills, a well-knowu church moiubor 
and citizen, had spread an ugly rnmor 
abtfttt his intimacy with a young woman 
living in tho place named. 
Whether 


yonng Hooper was guilty'or not does not 
appear, but immediately on the r,uiuor 
reaching him he sent a message to 3Ir. 
Phills, asking liini to come to the court- 
house. The old man did as he was re- 
quested, and the boy meeting liini there, 
demanded that he should make a re- 
traction of the report'which ho charged 
hiai iwith having originated. Jhs old 
man refused.-snying, "I have never said 
anything about you which .was untrue." 
"You won't retract, then !" cried Hoop- 
er. 
"I can't; I only wish to dd right,'' 


waa the reply. Upon this Hooper, with- 
ont another word pulled a pistol from 
its breast, placed it against the old 
man's teart. and as if to ttiunt the spirit 
of jostiee, shot him dead -within .the 
lhadow of the court-house. Some little 
excitement followed, for as I have stat- 
ed. Mr. Phills Was well known, nnd he 
leftalfarge family. 
The boy murderer 


was arrested, but iu less than two hours, 
with his Woody pistol quietly resting iu 
his pocket, ha was again walking the 
streets of Opclika. His freedom was 
obtained on a nominal bail of $5,000, the 
catimate which a Badicol fudge of Ala- 
bama placed upon the life of one of her 
citizens. It is bat natural to suppose 
that a >peedy trial would follow tliis 
crime, 
and 
that 
the 
examination 


would take place in the community 
where the murder was committed. This 
might have occurred under ordinary cir- 
cumstances, but Hooper's brother was a 
lawyer, and he had rich friends, so tho 
trial was postponed. After a lapse of 
fourteen'months, his case was called in 
a court many miles from the scene of 
the murder, and he was declared " not 
guilty," the jury not giving a single rea- 
son for -their verdict. Last autumn a 
yonng nan named Davis, who was well- 
known as a hard-working farmer, came 
into Crawford, a little town in Russell 
county, Alabama. 
After attending to 


•ome* business, be went into a saloon 
kept by a man named Bank Eilands, 
and drank freely. 
It may be stated 


here that Davis had been a brave Con- 
federate soldier, nnd was never known 
' '

After 
to carry a concealed - weapon, 
gome time spent in the saloon, he was 
about to go home, when, by some nnfor- 
|intt(e remark,, he was drawn intofadis- 
pnte with Eilands. A few angry words 
followed, and Davis walked out of tho 
•(ore. Eilands soon followed him to the 


..middle of the street and struck him. A 


fight, ensued, and Davis, weakened by 
wounds' received' in honorable battle. 


, *M toon thrown to the ground. Then 


Biands placing his knee upon the chest 
of the fallen man, drew a dirk and 
plunged -it into his- neck: " Oh, my 
God," cried the bleeding man, "don't 
loll me, Bank, think of niy wife and 
children." Insensible to it is appeal; the 
fiend thrust his knife into the throat, 
face, and head of his victim, and Davis 
lay dead at his feet. Eilands was arrest- 
ed and taken to the county seat of llns- 
• gell.-JUere he was released by Judge 


• "Appleby, who culled himselfn Eepubfi- 


can^en $1,500 bail. Upward of a year 
has elapsed, yet the murderer remains 
.untried, and I have seen him in the 
streets of Columbus, conversing not only 
with men, but with refined women. The 
world had forgotten the-sorrowing-wid- 


stepmothcr. On the day in question he 
attempted to again punish her for the 
smut! oftVnse, when, the son iutrrforiBg, 
the father ordered him out of the house. 
Upon this tho yonns; man drew his pis- 
tol, placed it to his father's hciul, anil 
fired.

Xrjw Or.i.E.u«h, 'January 122,—Hoar, 


Wheeler, Frye, nnd Marshall, of the 
Congressional Committee, arrived <last 
night. They had n preliminary meeting 
to°day, and counsel on either side sub- 
mitted their- cases.

South, and that its object is the over- 
throw of the reconstructed government, 
and the virtual annulment of the Consti- 
tutional amendments; and that one of 
it's 'dangerous results is a revival of the 
old hostility against the United States 
Government.

mobs. In answer to points made by 
counsel of the other side, we will (.how, 
if allowed, that the intimidation com- 
plained of, of the II. S. military, was in 
fact only that fear which parties guilty 
of complicity iu the massacres at Colfax 
and Coushatta,, who thought they were 
suspected ot such complicity, felt of the 
service of legal warrants for their arrest, 
which warrants could only be served 
safely, in certain parts of the State, nn- 
der protection of the Tnited States.

It 
was the province of the judiciary to de- 
cide as to tha legality of this or that gov- 
ernment. Thetresidert was an executive 
officer; he could cot constitntionally de- 
termine whether this or that party was 
entitled to exercise the powers of gov- 
ernment in Louisiana. He thought the 
President, having once recognized the 
Kellogg Government had made up his 
mind to sustain it unfil declared by Con- 
gress or the Supreme Court of the Unit 
ed States to be illegal. There ia a great 
problem lying back of all these troubles. 
fee making of laws taking the people, 
by a party which pays little or no taxes, 
is a subject which needs to be handled 
with great delicacy. As to the question 
whether a fair election has been or can 
lie held in Louisiana, is a matter for 
careful consideration. The present con- 
dition .of Louisiana is.anarchy. . .The 
General thought it was to be lamented 
that this whole matter had not been 
brought before the Supreme Court long 
•go. It would have b'jen easy to get up 
• case. Any citizen might have ques- 
tioned the legality of the Government, 
and declined to obey same State law in 
•which this question "was involved. The 
ease could have proceeded before the 
Circuit Court, until a decision was 
reached, and then taken on appeal to 
the Supreme Court. All parties would 
have submitted to a decision from-that 
tribunal; and thus tho whole question 


* wonld have been disposed of. The iu- 
t*rest of party might swerve,the judg- 
ment of Oonizressmen, but he1 .regards 
the present Supreme. Court above all 
such influences, and altogether one of 
the ablest judicial bodies ttiis country 
has ever »hatl. No decision of the Su- 
preme Court of the United States has 
ever been questioned or resisted, nnd
